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Upon this the lieutenant ſailed from James's river | 
in Virginia, the 17th of November, 1718; and the 
21it, in the evening, came to Qkerencock julet, where 
he had ſight of the pirate. And although this expe- 
dition was made with. all the ſecrecy imaginable, yer 
Blackbeard had notice of it from the governor and 
his ſecretary: but having heard ſeveral ſalſe reports 
before, he gave, the leſs credit to this, till he ſaw: 
the ſloops, and then he 
deſence with bis twenty 
Lieutenant Maynard came to an anchor th 
becauſe the channel was ſo intricate that there was 
no getting in, in the dark. In the morning, coming 
within gun-ſhot of the pirate, he received his fire; 
whereupon Maynard ſtood ditectly towards him, 
endeavouring to make a running fight... After this 
procecded a bloody fight. Maynard's men being 
woſt expoſed, he loft twenty at one bioadſide; 
upon which he ordered his men under deck, and: 
bid them get ready for cloſe fighting upon the firſt 
Then Blackbeard's men pour'd in grena- 
docs; after which, ſeeing no hands on board, he told 
hie men they were all kid ; let us jump in, and fall 
to plunder: which they had no ſooner done, but the 
lieutenant and his men gave them as unwelcome a 
reception as ever they met with before. Ihe lieu- 
tenant and Blackbeard fired firſt at each other, and 
then they went to it ſword in hand, whilſt the men 
on each hde were as warmly engaged as their cap- 
tains, until the veſlel was covered all over with 
blood Blackbeard ſtood it till he had received aboyxe 
twenty wounds, five of them being ſhots, before ge

tary's (Mr. Knight) twenty, which was their divi- 
dend of the plunder taken in the French ſhip before

After his men were a little recovered, he return'd 
to the men of war in James's river, in Virginia, 
with Blackbeard's head hanging at the bowſprit, & 
fifteen priſoners, thirteen of whom were hanged; 
one of them being taken, the night before, out of 
a trading ſloop; and the other, not being in the 
fight, was taken at Bath Town, having been juſt 
before diſabled by Blackbeard in one of his drunken 

humours, 
The night before the engagement, being aſk'd if 
he ſhould chance to be killed, whetber his wife knew 
where his money was: he anſwered, that nobody 
but the devil and himſelf knew where it was, and 
the longeſt liver ſhould take all.

of them ; but all to no purpoſe, for they couid not

 _ Worſley going down the river, met with a ſloop 
of Philadelphia, which they took, and quitted their 
boat of her, taking two of her men along with them. 
A day or two after, they took a ſloop belonging to 
Hull, which was ſtill more fitter for their purpoſe, 
having on board. proviſions and neceſſaries, which 
they very much ſtood in need of. And in alt pro- 
bability, the taking of this ſloop, for this time ſaved 
them: for the governor ſent the Phenix in purſuit 
of them; but they were now pretty well provided, 
ſtood off to ſea, and ſo miſſed the Phænix, who ex- 

pected them to be on the coaſt 

About ſix weeks after they returned, having taken 
among the Bahama iſlands, a ſloop and a brigantine 
by which they increaſed their nun: bet to twenty men, 
and had ſix guns mounted, and {mall arms equiva- 
lent. He made a black enſign, with a death's head 
in the midcle of it, and they al! ſwore to ſtand by 
one another to the laſt man. Afterwards going to 
an inlet in North Carolina, the governcr had notice 
of them, and ſent two ſloops wit! about ſeventy 
men to take them, but they had ſailed away. How- 
ever, the ſloops purſuing them, came in fight of 
Worſley off of the capes of Virginia, who ſtood in 
for the river, taking them for merchantmen. The 
ſloops ſtoed in at the ſame time, and Worſley hoift- 
ed his black flag, and gained the bay, thinking t0 
make ſure of his two prizes. But be was quickly 
ſenſible of his miſtake, as ſoon as they. d the

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EORGE Lowther went ſecond mate on board 
the Gambia Caſtle, belonging to the Royal 
African company, on board which was capt. Maſſey 
with ſoldiers, that he was to command under colonel 
Whitney, who were landed on James iſland ; but the 
fort and the garriſon not agreeing, the company 
. ſoon after loſt a galley worth 1000]. by it. 
Maſſey finding he muſt be over-ruled by che mer- 
#bants, ſoon began to complain of their ill treat- 
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om * 
(101) 

ment of his men in their allowance, ſaying, be did 
not come to be a Guiney ſlave; and that if they 
did not uſe him and his men better, he ſhould take 


.other meaſures. 


At the ſame time there happened a diſpute between 
the captain of the ſhipand Lowther, which very much 
contributing to Low ther's deſign; for Lowcher find - 
ing himſelf neglected by the ca ptain, found mean 
to ingratiate himſelf into the favour of the ſailors, 
who, upon the captain's going to puniſh him, ſwore, 
They would knock down the firſt man that ſhould 
lay hands on him; which Lawther improved to a 
general diſaffeQion of the ſhip's crew. Maſſey, in 
the mean time, having contracted an intimacy with 
Lowther, they agreed to curb their enemies, and pro- 
vide for themſelves ſome other way; which the cap- 
tain perceiving, he goes on ſhore to the governor 
and factor, to conſult what methods to take; but 
Lowther apprehendiag it was aga at him, he ſent a 
letter in the ſame boat to Maſley, adviſing him to 
repair on board, to put their project in exesution. 

Upon which Maſſey harrangued the ſoldiers, ſay- 
ing, Yeu that have a mind to return to England, way 
now do it; which they all agreed to: then he Went to 
the governor's apartment, and took his bed, baggage, 
plate, & furniture, betieving the governer would go 
with him, which he refuſed ; however Maſſey came 
aboard with the governor's ſon. After — b 
all the guns of the fort, they weighed anchor, & ſell 
down, but foon ran the ſhip aground ; upon which 
Maſſey returns to the fort, remounts the guns, and 
keeps garriſon till the ſhip got clear. In the mean 
time captain Ruſſell got off, but was not fuffered to 
come on board, although he offered Lowther what 
terms he pleaſed. Next tide they got the ſhip afloat, 
having firſt nailed up and diſmounted all the cannon. 
Then putting the governor's ſon aſhore, they put out 
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to ſea, when Lowther called upon the men and told 
them, It was madneſs to think of returning to Eng- 


land, for what they had done, would be judged a 
capital offence; and therefore, ſince they had a good 
ſhip under them, he propoſed to ſeek their fortunes 


upon the feas, as others had done before them, which 
they all agreed to, calling the Ship, The Delivery, 


and ſwore to ſtand by one another. 


Lowther left the fort the 13th of June, and on the 


zoth, near Barbadoes, he came up with a brigantine 


belonging to Boſton, which he plundered, & then let 
her go. After this he proceeded to Hiſpaniola, where 
he met with a French ſloop loaden with wine and 
brandy, on board whom capt, Maſſey went, pretend- 
ing at firſt to be a merchant ; but finding her to be a 
ſhip of value, he told monſieur, He mult have it all 
without money. On board her there was 30 caſks 


of brandy, 5 hogſheads of wine, ſeveral pieces of 


chints, & 701. in money, all which they took, only 
Lowther returned the French maſter: 5 I. again. 

But this good harmony did not laſt long amongſt 
them, Maſſey was uneaſy, & reſolved to leave them: 
which Lowther agreed to, giving him a ſloop he had 
juſt before taken, to go where he thought ft. Accord- 


ingly he goes aboard, with ten men, and comes in 


directly for Jamaica, where, putting a bold face on 
the matter, he informs fir Nicholas Laws, the then 
overnor, how he had left Lowther the pirate, & of 
all that had been tranſadted before, adding, 'T hat he 
aſſiſted him at the river Gambia, only to ſave ſo man 


MM of his majeſty's fubjects, and return to England. 


Maſſey was well received, and at his own report, 


he was ſent on board the Happy Sloop, to cruiſe off 


Hiſpaniola for Lowther ; but not meeting with him, 


he returned to Jamaica, and getting a certificate, he 


came home to England, where, when he arrived, he 


writes to the African company, relating the whole 
. tranſaction 


= 
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tianſaction of this voyage, but excuſed it as an in- 
adverteney, by his being ill uſed ; for which, if they 
would not forgive him, he begged to die like a fol- 
dier, and not be hanged like a dog. This not pro- 
ducing ſo favoutable an anſwer as he expected, he 


went the next day to lord chief juſtice Chambers, & 


enquired, If there had been ever a warrant granted 
againſt one c1pt. Maſſey for piracy : but being told, 

There was not, he ſaid, He was the man, and that 
the African company would ſoon apply to my lord 
for one which if they did, he lodged in Alderfgate- 
ſtreet, where the officer might at any time find him, 
This the clerk took down in writirg, and a war- 
rant being ſoon granted, the tipſtaff went accord- 


| ingly, and took him without any trouble. 


But till there was no perſon to charge him, neither 
could they prove the letter to be his own hand-writ- 
ing, till the juſtice interrogated him, Whether he did 
write the letter or not; which he readily confeſſed, 


as alſo gave an ample account of the whole voyage, 


thereupon he was committed to Newgate, though 
ſoon after he was admitted out upon bail, 

July the 5th, 17 23, he was tried at the Old Bailey, 
by a court of admiralty, when capt. Ruſſel & others 
appeared againſt him; but he would have ſaved them 
all that trouble, for he confeſt more than they new, 
fixing the facts ſo firm upon himſelf, that he was 
found Guilty, received ſentence of death, and was 
executed three weeks after, at Execution-Dock. 

But to return to Lowther, waom Maſſey left cruiſing 
off of Hiſpaniola, who plying to the windward, near 
Porto Rico, took two ſail, one was a ſmall Briſtol ſhip, 
the other a Spaniſh pirate, who had taken the Briſtsl 
ſhip; which ſo provoked Lowther, that he threatened 
to put the Spaniards to death, for daring to intermed- 
dle in his affairs: but at laſt he contented himſelf with 
burning both their ſhips ; and-the Spaniards getting

Afterwards he took a ſmall ſloop from St. Chriſto- 
Phers, which he manned, and carried with him to an 


Hand where they cleaned, & then going aboard, they 
failed towards the bay of Hondaras, where they met 
with a ſmall veſſel with 1 3 hands, of the ſame empioy- 
ment, under capt. Lowe, whom Lowther received as 
friends, inviting them, as they were few in number, to 
Join their ſtrength together, which being accept- 
ed of, Lowther continued captain, & Lowe was made 
lieutenant, burning his own ſhip. Then coming into 


the bay, they fell upon a ſhip of 200 tons, called the 


Greyhound; againſt whom Lowther fired his guns, 
hoiſted the piratical colours, which captain Edward 
bravely returned; but at length finding the pirate too 
ſtrong for him, he yielded, and the pirate came on 
board, & not only rifling the ſhip, but beat & cut the 
men in a cruel manner. In cruifing about the bay, 
they took feveral other veſſels without any reſiſtance, 
particularly a ſhip of 100 tone, which they mounted 
with 8 carriage & 10 ſwivel guns. With this fleet, 
Lowther in the Happy Delivery, Lowe in the Rhode 
Iſland ſloop, Harris in Hamilton's ſloop, left the bay, 
& came to Port Mayo, where they made preparations 
to .cageen, carrying aſhore all their ſails, to lay their 
plunder in; but when they were buly at work, a 
body of the natives came down, and attacked the 
Pirates unprepared, who were glad to fly to their 


oops, & leave them maſters of the feld, leaving the, 
Happy Delivery behind them, contenting themtelves 


with the Ranger, which had only 20 guns & 8 ſwi- 
vels, taking all the men on board her, wherein they 
preſently began to quarrel, laying the blame one 
upon another. Being very much in want of provi- 
ſions, they got to the Weſt Indies, May 1722, & near 
the iſland Deſcada took a brigantine ſtored with pro- 
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| they took the reſt, & brought them to Camena, where 


captain Lowther, it is ſaid, afterwards ſhot himſelf, 
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vifions & neeeſſaries, which put them in better tem- 
per. Then they watered and ſtood to the northward, 
intending to viſit the north coaſt of Ameriea, & in 
lat. 38. they took the Rebecca, of Boſton, at which 
time the crews divided, Lowe witk 44 hands went 
on board the brigantine, and Lowther, with the 
ſame number, ſtaid in the ſloop, ſeparating that 
very night, being the 28th of May 1722. 

Lowther cruiſed a pretty while among the iflands 
to no purpoſe, till at length he fell in with a Martinico 
man, which proved a feaſonable relief, he being in 
great want of proviſions, & after that a Guiney man. 
After which they thought it time to clean, in order to 
prepare for new adventures ; for which purpoſe they 
failed to the iſland of Blanco, which is a low land, 
zo kagues from the main of Spaniſh America, where 
he unrigg'd his loop, ſending his guns, rigging, & 
fails — and putting his veſſel upon the careen. 
But the Eagle ſloop of Barbadoes coming near this 
iſland, and ſeeing her, ſuppoſing her to be à pirate, 
took the advantage of attacking her when unpre- 
pared, who immediately hoiſted the St. George's flag 
at the top-maſt head, to bid them defiance ; but when 
they found the Eagle reſolved to board them in good 
earneſt, the pirates cut their cable, and hawled the 
ſtern aſhore, which obliged the Eagle to come to an 
anchor athwart the hauſe, where they engaged them 
till they cried out for quarters. At which time Low- 
ther, with twelve of his men, made their eſcape ; but 


the Spaniſh governor condemned the ſloop to the 
captors, and ſent 23 hands to ſcour the buſhes of 
Blanco, when they took forty ; but could not find 
Lowther, three men & a little bey. Eleven of them 
were hang'd, & three of them were acquitted, And 


being found dead, and a piſtol burk by his ſide. 
E 5 Capt. 
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Capt. EpwarD Lows, and his Crew. 
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DWARD Lowe was bora at Weſtminſter, who 
very carly began the trade of plundering ; but 


if any child refuſed him what he had, he mult fight 
bim. When he grew bigger, he took to gaming 
among blackſhoe boys upon the parade, with whom 
he uſed to play the whole game, as they call it; that 
is, cheat every body, which if they refuſed, they 
might hght him. |

Ned went to ſea with his eldeſt brother, and leav- 
ing him in New. England, he worked in a rigging- _ 
houſe at Boſton, for ſome time, when not liking that, 
he returned to England to ſee his mother, with whom 
he did not ſtay long before he took his leave of ber, 
for the laſt time, as he ſaid, and returned to Boſton, 
where he ſhipped himſelf in a ſloop that was bound 
to the bay of Honduras ; and when hearrived there, 
he was made patron of the boat, to bring the log- 
wood on board to load the ſhip; where he differing. 
with the captain about the hurry of taking the log- 
wood on board, Lowe takes up a loaden muſket, and 
fired at him; then putting off the boat, he, with 
twelve of his companions, goes to ſea. Next day 
they met a ſmall veſſel, which they took, made a 
black flag, and declared war againſt all the world. 
From hence they proceeded to the iſland of the Grand. 
Carmanes, where they met with George Lowther, 
who took him under his protection as an ally, with- 
out any formal treaty, which Lowe readily agreed 
to; but parting with Lowther on the 28th of May, 
as we have already given an account in Lowther's 
life, Lowe took a veſſel belonging to Amboy, which 
he plundered, and then ſtood away to the S. E. by 
which he avoided two {loops which the governor 
had ſent to take him from Rhode Iſland. 

July the 12th, he failed into the harbour of Port 
Roſemary, where he found 13 {mall veſſels at anchor, 
whom he told they ſhould have no quarters if they 
reſiſted : which ſo frightened the maſters of the vel- _ 
ſels, that they all yielded. Out of them he took 
whatever he wanted, keeping for his own uſe a. 
ſchooner of 80 tons, on board of which he put 10 
carriage guns, and 50 men, and named her the Fan- 
cy, making himſelf captain, and appointing Charles 
Harris captain of the brigantine: making up a 
complement of 80 men out of the veſſels, ſome by 
- 3 | force, 
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force, and others by their own inclination, he ſailed 


away from Marblehead, and ſoon after he met two 
Hoops bound for Boſton, with proviſions for the gar- 
riſon ; but there being an officer and ſoldiers on 


| board, he thought It the ſafeſt way, after ſome ſmall 


reſiſtance, to let them go on about their buſineſs. 
Then they ſteered for the Leeward Iſlands, but in 

their voyage met with ſuch a hurricane as had not 

been known in the memory of man After the ſtorm 


was over, they got ſafe to one of the ſmall iſlands 


of the Caribbees, and there refitted their veſſels as 


well as they could. As ſoon as the brigantine war 
ready, they took a ſhort cruiſe, leaving the ſcheo- 


ner in the harbour till their return; which had not 
been many days at ſea, before ſne met a ſhip that 
had loſt all her maſts, on board of which they went, 


and took, in money & goods, to the value of 10 0l. 
- Upon this ſucceſs, the brigantine returned to the 


ſchooner, which being then ready to-ſail, they agreed 
to go to the Azores, or Weſtern Iſlands, where Lowe 


took a French ſhip of 32 guns, and in Sc. Michael's 


road, he took ſeveral ſail that were lying there, with- 

out firing a gun. Being in great want of water, he 
fent to the governor of St Michael's for a ſupply, 
promiſing upon that condition to releaſe the ſhips 
that he had taken, otherwiſe to burn them all; which 
the governor, for the ſake of the ſhips, agreed to: 
thereupon he releaſed fix, keeping only the Roſe 
pink, of which he took the command. 

The pirates took ſeveral of the guns out of the 
ſhips, and maunted them on board tne Roſe, Lowe 
ordered the ſahdoner to lie in the fare between St. 
Michael's and St. Mary's, where he met with capt, 
Carter in the Wright galicy ; who defending him- 
ſelf, they cut and mangled him and his men in a 
barbarous manner ; afrer which, they were for burn- 


ing the ſhip, but contented themſelves with cutting 
het 
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her cable, rigging, and fails to pieces, and ſo left her 
to the mercy of the ſeas. 
to the iſland of Madenas, where t! hey took a fiſhing 
boat with two old men and a boy in her, one. of 
which they ſent aſhore, demanding a boat of water, 
_ otherwiſe they would kill the old man; which being 
complied with, the old man was diſcharged. From 
hence they failed to the Canaries, and thence con- 
tinued their courſe for the Cape de Verde iſlands, 
where they took a ſhip called the Liverpool Mer- 
chant, from which they took 300 gallons of brandy, < 


From hence they failed | 


two guns and carriages, beſides fix of her men, and 


then obliged them to go to the iſle of May, They 
alſo took two Portugueſe ſhips bound to Brazil, and 


three floops from St. Thomas's, bound to Cunt: 


all which they plundered, and let them go, excepy 


one ſloop, by which they heard that two gallies were 
expected at the weſtern iſlands. Her they manned 

and ſent in queſt of theſe ſhips, whilſt they careened 
the Roſe at Cape de Verde; but the floop miſſing 
of the prey, was reduced to great want of water 
and proviſions, fo that they ventured to go aſhore 


at St. Michael's and paſs for traders; where being 


ſuſpected by the governor, they were conducted in- 
to the caſtle, and provided for as long as they 


lived, 


Lowe's ſhip was everſet a, careening, ſo that he 
was reduced to his old ſchooner, aboard of which 
there went about an hundred as bold rogues as ever 
were hanged, and failed to the Weſt Indies, where 
they took a rich Portugueze ſhip, bound home from 
Bahia, putting to the torture ſeveral of the men, who 
confeſt the captain fl.ng into the ſea, a bag of 11000 
moidores, '{'his made Lowe ſwear a thouſand oaths ; 
and after cutting off his lips, he murdered hin, and 


all his crew, being thirty-fix men,

| 
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Aſter this they craiſed to the northward, and took 
ſeveral veſſels, and then ſteered for the bay of Hon- 
duras, where they took five Engliſh floops, and a 
pink, and a Spaniard of 6 guns and 76 men, whom 
they killed every man; which being done they rum- 
maged the Spaniſh ſhip, bringing all the booty on 
board their own veſſel. 


In the next cruiſe, between the Leeward iſlands 


and the main, they took two ſnows from Jamaica to 
Liverpool, and juſt after a ſhip called the Amſterdam 
Merchant, the captain thereof he lit his noſe, cut 
his ears off, and then plundering the ſhip, he let her 
go. Afterwards he took a ſloop bound to Amboy, 
of whoſe men he tied lighted lighted matches be- 
tween the fingers, which burnt the fleſh off the 
bones, and afterwards ſet them aſhorg in an unin- 
habited part of the country, as alſo other ſhips which 
fell a prey to thoſe villains. 

One of his majeſty's men of war hearing of their 
barbarous actions, went in ſearch of them, which 
was called the Greyhound, of 20 guns, and 125 men, 
who ſeeing the pirates, let them chace her at firſt, 
till me was in readineſs to engage them, and the 
pirates were about gun ſhot off, when fhe tacked 
about and ſtood towards them, who, when they 
found who they had to deal with, edged away un- 
der the man of war's ſtern, making a running fight 
for about two hours ; but little wind happened, the 
pirate floop gained from her; thereupon the Grey- 
hound left off firing, and curned all her hands to her 
oars, and came up with them, when the fight was 
renewed with a briſk fire on both ſides, till the Ran- 

er's main yard was ſhot down; upon which, the 
88 preſſed cloſe; Lowe, in the other, bore 
away and left his conſort; who ſeeing the cowardice 
of his commodore, and that there was no poſſibility 
of eſcaping, called out for quarters. 

Lowe's 
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to be a cowardly villain, for had be fought half ſo 
briſkly as Harris, the man of war could never have 


taken either of them. The Greyhound carried in 
her prize to Rhode Iſland, which was looked upon 


to be of ſuch ſignal ſervice to the colony, that, in 
council, they reſolved to compliment Peter Sulgard 
captain, with the freedom of their 'corporation. 
They ſecured the priſoners under a ſtrong guard in 
goal, till a court of vice-admiralty eould be held 
for their trials, which was on the 1oth of July, at 
Newport, holding three days. The judges were, 
William Dummer, eſq; lieutenant-governor of the 


Maſſackuſets, preſident ; Nathaniel Payne, eſq; John 


Lechmore, Eſq; ſurveyor-general ; John Valentine, 
eſq; advecate-general; Samuel Cranſton, governor 
of Rhode Ifland ; John Menzies, eſq; judge of. the 
admiralty; Richard Ward, eſq; regiiter ; and Mr, 
Jableet Brinten, provoſt marſhal. Robert Auch- 
muta, eſq; was appointed by the court, council for 
the priſoners here under mentioned. | 
Charles Hatris, captain; William Blads, Daniel 
Hyde, Thomas Powel, jun. Stephen Munden, Tho, 
Hugget, Will. Read, Peter Kneeves, James Brink- 


ley, Joſeph Sound, Will. Shutheld, Edward Eaton, 


John Brown, Edward Lawſon, Owen Rice, John 
Tomkins, John Fitzgerald, Abraham Lacy, Tho. 
Lineſter, Francis Leyton. J. Waters, quarter-maſter, 
William Jones, Charles Church, Thomas Hazel, 
and J. Bright, who were all executed the 19th of 
July 1723, near Newport in Rhode Iſland.

up one of the maſter's bodies, and cut off the ears 
of the other. From hence he went to Newfound- 
land, where he took twenty three French veſſels, 
and manned one of them, of 22 guns, with pirates, 
after which they took and plundered ejghteen ſhips, 
ſome of which they deſtroyed. 

The latter end of July, Lowe took a large ſhip, 
called the Merry Chriſtmas, and mounted her with 
34 guns, on Which he goes aboard, taking the title 
of admiral, and fails to the weſtern iſlands, where 

he took a brigantine manned with Engliſh and Por- 
tugueze, the latter of which he hanged. 
Aſfterwards Lowe went to the coaſt of Guiney, 
but nothing happened till he came to Sierraleon in 
Africa, when he met with the Delight, which he 
took, mounting her with 16 guns, and 60 med, ap- 
pointing Spriggs captain, who two days after ſepa- 
rated himfelf from her. | — 

In January after he took a ſhip called, the Squir- 
rel; but what came of him afterwards we cannot 
tell. . 
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Capt. Jon Evans, and his Crew. 
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OH N Evans was a Welchman, and had for- 

merly been maſter of a ſhip belonging to Nevis; 
but loſing his employ, he went out mate of a ſhi 
from Jamaica, when getting acquainted with two or 
three of his comrades, they agreed to go aboard a 
canoe, and coming on the north-ſfide of the iſland,

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went aſhore in the night, broke open a houſe, and 
robbed them: but this would not do, they wanted 
a veſſel, which in a few days they got; for at Duns- 


hole they found a ſmall ſloop at anchor, belonging 
to Bermudas, on board of which they went, Evans 


telling the people he was the maſter of her; which 


was more than they knew before. Then putting 
his affairs in order, he went aſhore to a little village 
to refreſh himſelf with his comrades, where he ſpent 
three piſtoles, and went away, the landlady returned 
him a thouſand thanks, ſaying, She hoped to ſee 
him again very ſoon ; to which they anſwered, She 
mould: though it proved very much to her da- 
mage; for they returned in the night, rifled the 
houſe, and carried what they could on board the 
ſloop. Be . 
The next day they mounted four guns on board 
the ſloop, calling her the Scowerer, and then they 
ſailed to Hiſpaniola, where they took a Spaniſh ſloop, 
out of which they ſhared 150 l. a man. After that 
they met with a ſhip bound from New England to 
Jamaica, which they plundered, and took two or 
three hands. And next they took the Lucretia and 
Katherine, near the iſland of Deſcada, January the

- Poor captives; which Evans over hearing, ſwore, 


What have we to do to turn reformers? it is money 
we want. After this they went to the little iſland 
of Avis, with a deſign to clean; but meeting with 


a ſloop, the pirate gave chace to her, but fearing to , 


loſe the Lucretia, which was a heavy ſailer, they 
were brought to the leeward, ſo that they ſteered 
for the iſland of Ruby. Soon after a Dutch ſhip 
running in upon them, they could not forbear ſpeak- 
ing with her, out of which they ſhared fifty pounds 
a man, which finding to be a ſloop more proper 
for their purpoſe, they kept her, and let the Lucre- 

tia

tia go. But fearing a diſcovery here, they ſteered 
next to the Grand Carmanes, intending to clean 
there, though they were prevented by a difference 
that happened between the captain and boatſwain, 
who was a ſurly ill-looked fellow ; he having re- 


ceived ſome reproofs from the captain, challenged —-' 


to fight him on ſhore; but when the captain pro- 
poſed the duel, the boatſwain refuſed to go aſhore. 
Thereupon Evans took his cane and gave him a 
hearty drubbing ; upon which the boatſwain ſhot 
Evans through the head. This ſo provoked all the 
crew, that they reſolved the criminal ſhould die by 
the moſt exquiſite tortures z though while they were 
conſidering of the puniſhment, the gunner ſhot him - 
through the body; but that not killing him, he de- 
fired only a week for repentance; when another 
ſwore, He ſhould repent, and be damn'd to him; 
and without more ado ſhot him through the head. 
Upon this they agreed to break up the company, 
and going aſhore at the Carmanes, they ſhared aboue 
nine thoufand pounds amongſt thirty of them, ſend- 
tng the mate and a boy, who would not take on 
with them, with the ſhip to Port Royal in Jamaica. 
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OHN Phillips was bred a carpenter, but failing 

in a weſt country ſhip to Newfoundland, wa 
taken by Anſtis, who ſoon perſuaded him to joi 
with him, making him carpenter of the veſſel, it 
which ſtation he continued till they broke up at 
Tobago, and came home in a ſloop that was funk 
in Briſtol channel. But he did not ſtay long in Eng 
land, for hearing of ſome of his companions beinj

taken in Briſtol goal, he moved off to Topſham, and 
there ſhipped hiuelf with one capt. Wadham for 
Newfoundland, where, when the ſhip came, he ran 
away, and hired himielf a ſplitter in the fiſhery for 
the teaſon ; hut he ſoon c-mbined with others in the 
fibery, to g off w.ih one of the veſſe]- tuat lay in 
the harbour, anc turn pirates; who accordingly fixed 
upen the 29ih ef Auguſt, 171 at night; but of

Before thoy left the banks they to ſeveral ſmall 


tofe that were taken, was one John Roſs Aicher, 
ho having been a pirate under Black beard was 
mide quarter-maſter to the company They came 
off of Barbadoe in October, and cruiſed «bout the 


proviſions, when at length they fell in with a Mar- 
tnico wan, of 12 guns, ard 35 hands: upon which 
they hoifled the black flag, and ran up along-fide of 
the loop, with piratical colours flying, ſwearing, If 
they did not ſtake immediately, they muſt exꝶ ect 
no quarters; which ſo affrighted the Frenchman titat 
ke never fired a gun. Having got this ſupply, they 
took her proviſions, and four of her men. g 

Having occaſion to clean their veſſel, Phillips 
propoſed Tobago; and juſt as they had done, a man 
of war's boat came into the harbour, the ſhip cruiſ- 
ing

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ting veſſels, out of which they ton ſonle more 
hands, and then ſailed to the Weit Indies Amongſt

iſlands about three months, without meeting with a 
veſſel, ſo that they were almoſt itarved for want of 
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ing to the leeward of the iſland; which was no 
ſooner gone but they warped out, and plied to the 


windward for ſafety. 


In a few days they took a ſaow with a few hands 
in it; on board of witch they ſent Fern the car- 


_penter, Wilnam Smith, Philips Wood, and Taylor; 


but Fern being diflati-fied at Archer's being prefer- 
red before him to be quarter-maſter, perſuaded the 


reſi to go off with the prize; but Phillips gave them 


chace; and coming up with them, ſhot Wood, and 
wounded Taylor iu tue leg; upon which the other 


two lurrendered. 


From Tobago they ſtood away to the northward, 
and took a Portuguele ſhip bound for Brazil, & two 
or three floops ior Jamaica, in one of which Fern 
endeavourii g to get off, was killed by Phillips, as 
was alto another man for the like attempt, which 
made all the others more fearful of diſcovering their 
minds, dreading the villainy of a few hardened 
wretches, who feared neither God nor Devil, as 


Phillips was often uſed blaſphemouſly to ſay. 


On the 25th of March they took two ſhips from 
Virginia, the maſter's name of one was John Phil. 
lips, the pirate's name ſake; of the other, Robert 
Mortimer, a tout young nian. Phillips Raid on board 
Mortimer's ſhip, while they tranſported the crew 
to the ſloop, when Mortimer took up a handſpike, 
and ftruck Phillips over the head, but not knocking 
him down, he recovered, and wounded Mortimer 
with his ſword ; and the other two pirates who were 
on board, coming to Phillips's aſſiſtance, they cut 
Mortimer to pieces, while his own two men ſtood 
and looked on. Out of the other Virginia man 
they took Edward Cheeieman, a carpenter, to ſup» 
ply the place of Fern, who being averſe to that way 
of life, propoſed to J. Filamore, who was ordered 
to row Cheeſeman on board Mortimer's ſhip, to 
[- des overthrow 
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overthrow their piratical government; which from 
time to time, as occaſion ffered, they conſulted 
how to do Une pirates, in the mean imc, robbed 
and piundered teverai ſhips and veſſeſs, bending 
their cor oatcas Newfoundland, wnere tiey de- 
ſigned to raue more men, and do all the miichicf

they could on he bioks, and in che harbours. To- 
waros v-hich country Phillips making his way, tcok 
one 5alter in a flop on. tre iſle of Sables, which he 


kept, ard gave Mc:timer's hip to the mate and 
crew ; allo a ichocner, one Chadwell, maſter, which 
they ſcuttled in order to fink: but Phillips under- 
ſtandin g that ſhe belonged to Mr. Menors of New- 
foundiand, with whoſe veſſel they firſt went off a 
iratirg, faid, We have done him injury enough 
already. and ſo ordering his veſſel to be repaired, 
returned her to the mafter. 
In the afternoon they, chaſed another veſſel, whoſe 
malter was an inward I ghtman, named Dependance 


Ellery, who told Phillips he took him for a pirate 


as ſoon as he {aw him, otherwiſe he would not have 
given him tae trouble of chafirg him ſo long. This 


ſo provoked Phillips, and his crew, that they made 


poor Dependance, for his integrity, dance about the 
ſhip till he was weary. After which they took ten 
other ſhips and veſſels; and on the 14th of April 


they took a ſloop belonging to Cape Anne, Andrew + 


Harradine, matter ; which iooking upon to be more 
fit for their purpoſe, they came on board, keeping 
only the maſter of her priſoner, and ſending the 


crew away in Salter's veſſel. Cheeſeman broke his - 


mind to Harradine, to deſtroy the crew. Upon 
this, it was concluded to be at twelve o'elock at 
noon, when Cheeſeman leaves his working tools on 
the deck, as if he had been going to uſe them. and 
walks off; but pereeiving ſome figns of fear in 
Harradine, he fetches his brandy bottle, and gives 
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him and the reſt a dram, ſaying, Here's to our next 
meeting: then he talks to Nutt; in the mean while 
Filamore takes up an axe, while Cheeſeman and 
Harradine ſeizes Nutt by the collar, and toſſes him 
over the fide of the veflel. 
By this time the boatſwain was dead; for as ſoon 
as Filamore ſaw the maſter laid hold on, he up with 
the axe and cut off the boatſwain's head, which noiſe 
ſoon brought the captain upon deck, waom Cheefe> 
man ialuted with the blow of a mailer, which broke 
his jaw bonc, but did not knock him down; upon 
which Harradine came to che carpenter' aid, when 
Sparks the gunner interpoſing, Cheeieman trips up 
hi: heels, and flung him into/the arms of Charles 
Ivemay, who that moment threw him into the ſea; 
and at the {ame time arradine throw: capt, Phillips 
after nim, bidding, the Devii take them both. This 
done, Checteman j jumps from the deck into the hold, 
to knock Archer on the head, when Harry Gyles 
came down after him, defired his lite might be 
ſpared, which being agreed to, he was made a pri- 
ſoner, and ſecured. 
All being over they altered their courſe from 

Neu foundland to Boſton, where they arrived the 
3d of May to the great joy of the province, and 
on the 12ih' of May a fpecial court of admiralty 
was held for the trial of theſe pirates, When lohn 
Filamore, Edward Cheeſeman, John Cobs, Henry 
Gyles, Charles Ivemay,. John Bootman, and Henry 
Payne, were bonourably acquitted ; as alſo three 
Frenei.men, John Baptis. Peter Taffery, and Iſaac 
Laſſen ; as alſo three negroes, Pedro, Franc iſeo, and 
Pierro ; John Rofe Archer, the quarter-maſter, Wil. 
liam White, William Taylor, and William Phillips 
were condemned. The two latter got a reprieve 
and the two former, Archer and White, were exe 
cuted the ad of June following. 
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Capt. SyRISOs, and his Crew. 
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PRIGGS ſailed at firſt with Lowe, and came 
away with him from Lowther. Afterwards 
Lowe took a ſhip of 12 guns on the coaſt of Guiney, 
-alled the Delight, which Spriggs went on board 
of, with 20 men, and leaving Lowe in the night, 
came to the Weſt Indies. In' their paſſage they 
made a black enſign, with a ſkeleton in the middle 


of it, helding a datt in one hand, firiking a bleed- -

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ing heart; and in the other an hour-glaſs, which 
they called the Jolly Roger, and being hoiſted, they 
fired all their guns to jalute Spriggs, whom they 
choſe captain, and then went to look out for prey, 
In their voyage they took a Portugueſe bark 
wherein they had rich plunder. Near St. Lucia they 
took a floop belonging to Farbadoes, which they 
firſt plundered and then burnt, forcing Tome of the 
men'into their ſervice, and beating, in a barbarou: 
manner, thoſe that refuied to join with them, an- 
"afterwards ſent them away in the boat half dead 
with their wounds; the reſt got to Barbadoes with 
much ade, though ſome of them died on after ©! 
their cuts and ſlaſhes. After this they took a Mar: 
tinico man, which they uſed in like manner, bu 
did not burn tne ſhip. Then running down to the 
leeward, they took one capt. Hawkins coming frar 
Jamaica, loaden with logu cod; out of which the
